WHEREAS, The Navajo County Board of Supervisors does hereby declare and
determine that the following request for a Special Development Site Plan approval was initiated
and filed by Northpointe Holdings, L.L.C. for “Northpointe Square”, the commercial
development of an office structure and placement of a temporary sales/construction office on the
subject parcel, located on Apn: 211-80-001, T8N - R23E - Section 3, the Pinetop/Lakeside area,
and that a Public Meeting was duly held on the 23rd day of June, 1997.
